The blacks are thought to have 
been emboldened by the example of 
the whites at the lumber camp on the 
previous night and t h e y ji.ro said to 
have followed the Italians from vicin­ 
ity of camp. 
The negroes secured 
nearly all the valuables in possession 
of the refugees. 
Still another Italian is reported nar­ 
rowly to have escaped murder before 
the party left camp, when he was at­ 
tacked by a negro, who demanded 50 
cents or his life.
